Ay ers said the lo cal p o wer- 
su p p ly sho rtag e to day was 
cau sed b y limitatio n s o n the 
co mp an y ’s n u clear cap acity ,

“Whatev er help we b rin g to the y o u th o f 
Dix o n will hav e to b e do n e o n a v o lu n tary b a­ 
sis. We’re n o t co erciv e. Ou r clien ts are g o in g 
to hav e to decide themselv es that they wan t 
help .” 
Sp eakin g was A1 Hardersen , directo r o f 
Dix o n ’s Yo u th Serv ice Bu reau . 
“Ev en if we fail to g et p aren tal p ermis­ 
sio n , we’ll hav e to b ack o ff,” he ex p lain ed. 
“In referrals we g et fro m scho o ls, fo r in ­ 
stan ce,” he co n tin u ed, “we can g o a lo t far­ 
ther to ward so lv in g p ro b lems than scho o l 
o fficials can . A co u n selo r at scho o l can n o tify 
the p aren ts that the y o u th has a p ro b lem, b u t 
if the p aren ts can ’t, o r wo n ’t, co me to scho o l, 
n o thin g can b e do n e to help the y o u th. 
“On the o ther han d, o n ce we g et the refer­ 
ral we will ex p ect to g o in to the ho me an d 
wo rk with the clien t in his ev ery day en v iro n ­ 
men t. So me o f the p ro b lems may stem fro m 
ho me. If there are ho me p ro b lems an d we 
can ’t wo rk with them, we can ’t help the 
y o u n g ster.” 
To illu strate his p o in t, Hardersen said, 
“Yo u can cu t o ff warts, b u t if y o u do n ’t fin d 
the cau se o f the warts, the warts will retu rn .” 
Hardersen p o in ted o u t that the YSB will b e 
flex ib le. 
“In a case o f scho o l tru an cy , fo r in stan ce,” 
he remin ded, ‘„‘the law will p ro v ide that the 
y o u th g o ev en tu ally to the p en al sy stem if he 
wo n ’t atten d scho o l. We’ll try to wo rk o u t 
so methin g that will allo w the y o u n g sters to 
wo rk p art time an d atten d scho o l p art time, 
o r wo rk fu ll time an d stu dy to ward a GED di­ 
p lo ma.” 
“There are so metimes,” he co n tin u ed, 


“when g ettin g at the cau se o f the p ro b lems 
will swin g the who le p ictu re.” 
He u sed a case in p o in t o f a g irl who 
hab itu ally ran away fro m ho me. 
“The co u rts had decided to sen d her to a 
deten tio n facility ,” he said, “b u t in dealin g 
with her we fin ally learn ed that she wo u ldn ’t 
stay ho me b ecau se she had b een rap ed b y her 
father. The g irl was allo wed to remain ho me 
an d her father was co n v icted.” 


“What we in ten d to do is keep an o p en lin e 
o f co mmu n icatio n to all y o u th an d their p ro b ­ 
lems,” he stated. “In so me cases, if there’s a 
real p ro b lem, the clien t will ju st sp ill o u t the 
who le thin g . In o ther cases we’ll hav e to de­ 
v elo p a deep en in g relatio n ship , earn the tru st 
o f the clien t an d then dev elo p the b est mean s 
o f dealin g with the p ro b lem. A ‘b ig b ro ther 
v o lu n teer’ may help so me, o r ju st hav in g 
so meo n e to act as an ‘adv o cate’ to stan d u p 
an d take their p art will serv e o thers.” 
Hardersen emp hasized that all in fo rma­ 
tio n will b e co n fiden tial an d will n o t b e re­ 
leased to an y o n e witho u t the clien t’s p ermis­ 
sio n . 
He also p o in ted o u t: 
“We kn o w that y o u th p ro b lems aren ’t co n ­ 
fin ed in the p erio d fro m 9 a.m. to 5 p .m. We’ll 
b e av ailab le 24 ho u rs a day , sev en day s a 
week. If so meo n e can ’t co me to o u r o ffice, 
we’ll g o to their ho me o r o ther lo catio n .” 
• 
“On e thin g to rememb er,” he co n clu ded, 
“we are n o t a p an acea fo r all y o u th p ro b lems. 
We’ll hav e su ccesses an d so me failu res. We 
will lo o k at the p ro b lems o f o u r clien ts witn a 
differen t ey e. It’s wo rkin g o ther p laces an d it 
will wo rk here.”

Asso ciated Mo rtg ag e In v est­ 
o rs, a Massachu setts b u sin ess 
tru st, filed the co mp lain t to 
fo reclo se Ju ly 6 . The o rig in al 
n o te, ex ecu ted b y Wo o dhav en 
p ay ab le to AMI, was fo r $7,6 82,- 
000, with in terest p ay ab le at 10 
p er cen t.

The in deb tedn ess is ap p ro x i­ 
mately $3 millio n with a seco n d 
mo rtg ag e ho lder claimin g in ­ 
deb tedn ess o f $1 millio n . 
All p resen t ag reed that it 
wo u ld b e in the b est in terest o f 
all p arties co n cern ed to keep 
the b u sin ess o p eratin g an d the 
p u rchasers p ro tected.

Lawy ers fo r Wo o dhav en p eti­ 
tio n ed the co u rt remo v e AMI as 
receiv er “an d the co u rt ap p o in t 
a mo re ap p ro p riate p erso n o r 
en tity .” It was su g g ested b y 
Wo o dhav en that Edwin A. Bo r­ 
den , Wo o dhav en secretary , b e 
n amed receiv er. 
Ju dg e Bales co u n tered, say ­ 
in g he co u ld n o t see the wisdo m 
in ap p o in tin g an y o n e asso ciat­ 


ed with Wo o dhav en as receiv er 
“in v iew o f their failu re to o p er­ 
ate the b u sin ess.” 
Certain imp ro v emen ts were 
in clu ded in the p lan fo r dev el­ 
o p men t as stip u lated b y Wo o d­ 
hav en . 
On Au g . 20 Wo o dhav en filed a 
p etitio n with the Circu it Clerk 
o f Lee Co u n ty , thro u g h its at­ 
to rn ey , Ralp h E. Lo we o f Au ­ 
ro ra. Wo o dhav en stated that b y 
v irtu e o f a lo an ag reemen t it 
u n derto o k to b o rro w certain 
fu n ds fo r the p u rp o se o f su b di­ 
v idin g an d imp ro v in g real es­ 
tate. In the p etitio n Wo o dhav en 
Co rp o ratio n fu rther stated that 
the p u rsu an ce o f the p lan o f de­ 
v elo p men t fo r said su b div isio n 
u n derto o k to p lat certain p o r­ 
tio n s o f real estate in to lo ts an d 
to co n stru ct certain imp ro v e­ 
men ts o n the real estate. These 
imp ro v emen ts in clu ded, amo n g 
o thers, a cen tral sewag e dis­ 
p o sal sy stem, a cen tral water 
su p p ly sy stem, lakes, ro ads, 
b u ildin g s an d recreatio n al 
amen ities, an d that a to tal esti 
mated co st o f the imp ro v e­ 
men ts wo u ld b e $7,6 82,000. 
Wo o dhav en Co rp o ratio n then 
stated that it u n derto o k the sale 
o f the p lo tted lo ts, an d that o f a 
to tal o f 3 ,400 lo ts, ap p ro x imate­ 
ly 1,800 hav e b een so ld to v ari­ 
o u s p erso n s at retail. 
Of that n u mb er 167 lo ts were 
so ld o n in stallmen t lan d co n ­ 
tracts that the Harris Tru st & 
Sav in g s Ban k o f Chicag o p u r­ 
chased fro m Wo o dhav en the 
p ro misso ry n o tes ex ecu ted b y 
the p u rchasers, an d the p u r­ 
chasers are makin g their p ay ­ 
men ts to that b an k. 
The Wo o dhav en Co rp o ratio n 


fu rther stated in its p etitio n 
that the v alu e o f the lo ts so ld 
wo u ld dep en d u p o n the co mp le­ 
tio n o f the imp ro v emen ts, an d if 
the imp ro v emen ts are n o t co m­ 
p leted in an o rderly man n er 
an d with so me deg ree o f dis­ 
p atch, the p u rchasers o f said 
lo ts wo u ld b e u n n ecessarily an d 
u n du ly p reju diced. Wo o dhav en 
Co rp o ratio n fu rther stated that 
to a g reat ex ten t the ab ility o f 
the mo rtg ag o r, an d o ther p er­ 
so n s to who m mo n ey is du e an d 
o win g , to reco v er their in v est­ 
men ts there mu st b e an o rderly 
liq u idatio n o f the secu rity 
thro u g h an o n g o in g dev elo p ­ 
men t p ro g ram. 
It was p ro v ided in the mo rt­ 
g ag e an d lo an ag reemen t that 
u p o n the defau lt o f an y p ay ­ 
men ts the len der wo u ld hav e 
the rig ht to req u est the co u rt to 
ap p o in t a receiv er. 
Bales fu rther stated that he 
co n cu rred with all o f the atto r­ 
n ey s that it wo u ld b e to the b est 
in terest to ev ery o n e co n cern ed 
that a co mp eten t receiv er b e 
ap p o in ted in o rder that the b u s­ 
in ess mig ht co n tin u e to fu n c­ 
tio n , an d that the in terests o f 
ev ery o n e b e p ro tected. “Ob v i­ 
o u sly , ev ery o n e will lo se if the 
b u sin ess do es n o t co n tin u e in 
o p eratio n ,” he said. The Ju dg e 
said he was v ery co n cern ed fo r 
tho se who b o u g ht lo ts o n the in ­ 
stallmen t b asis; that he was 
co n cern ed as to whether o r n o t 
their co n tin u atio n o f p ay men ts 
an d tax es wo u ld resu lt in fu r­ 
ther lo ss; an d that he defin itely 
in sisted u p o n certain assu r­ 
an ces b efo re ap p o in tin g a re-

Mexico City jolted 
by strong earthquake 


MEXICO CITY (AP) - A 
stro n g earthq u ake 
cen tered 
so u th o f Mex ico City damag ed 
ho mes an d chu rches an d killed 
two p erso n s in the n earb y city 
o f Pu eb la to day , early Red 
Cro ss rep o rts said. 
The p redawn tremo r sho o k 
Mex ico City hard en o u g h to 
sen d to u rists an d residen ts in to 
the streets in n ig htclo thes. 
The Red Cro ss in Pu eb la, 
ab o u t 75 miles so u theast o f the 
cap ital, had rep o rts o f 16 in ­ 
ju ries in additio n to two deaths. 
Bu t the du ty o fficer said man y 
amb u lan ces were still o u t an d 
had n o t y et filed rep o rts. 
Sg t. Rafael Limo n o f the 
Pu eb la Fire Dep artmen t said 
fiv e ho mes an d two chu rches in 
an d aro u n d Pu eb la were rep o rt­ 
ed destro y ed o r b adly dam­ 
ag ed. 


The earthq u ake, measu red in 
Mex ico City at 5.5 o n the o p en - 
en ded Richter scale, hit mo ­ 
men ts b efo re 4 a.m. lo cal time 
(6 a.m. EDT). The seismo lo g y 
statio n rep o rted it was cen tered 
ab o u t 129 miles so u th o f here 
n ear the Pu eb la-Oax aca state 
lin e. 
Qu akes readin g 4.5 an d u p 
are co n sidered p o ten tially dan ­ 
g ero u s. 


“The Chu rch o f Ou r Lady o f 
Perp etu al Help in the cen ter o f 
to wn co llap sed,” Limo n rep o rt­ 
ed. “We hav e had man y calls.” 
Limo n said an o ther chu rch, 
in the v illag e o f To n azin tla n ear 
Pu eb la, 
had 
also 
su ffered 
serio u s damag e. 
“The earthq u ake was stro n g 
here. I do n ’t rememb er an o ther 
o n e as stro n g .” 


There were n o rep o rts o f 
serio u s damag e o r in ju ries in 
Mex ico City . Bu t sev eral hu n ­ 
dred to u rists, mo st o f them 
American s, fled in to the streets 
an d afterward sto o d in fro n t o f 
ho tels o r sat o n the cu rb at the 
U.S. Emb assy awaitn g wo rd o n 
the safety o f their lo dg in g s. 
The q u ake kn o cked o u t p o w­ 
er, ho wev er, in p arts o t the 
cap ital an d p o lice rep o rted hu n ­ 
dreds o f calls fro m frig hten ed 
citizen s. 
Earthq u akes an d tremo rs are 
n o t u n u su al in the Mex ican cap ­ 
ital.

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Where is real issue? 
If Presiden t Nix on ’s recen t press 
con feren ce did n ot prov ide defin itiv e 
an swers to th e v ery alarm in g ex ­ 
perien ce called W atergate, it was at 
least th e Presiden t’s first real ges­ 
tu re of respect for th e in telligen ce of 
th e American pu blic sin ce th e scan ­ 
dal became a n ation al pastim e some 
six mon th s ago. 
In retrospect, it appears th at M.R 
Nix on ’s u n gen tle giv e-an d-take with 
th e press h as h ad th e effect of clear­ 
in g away some of th e m u rk th at h as 
settled ov er th e Wh ite Hou se du rin g 
th e past mon th s. On e won ders wh y 
th e man h as ch osen to m ake life so 
difficu lt for h imself by keepin g si­ 
len t for so lon g. 
A n u mber of glarin g factu al con ­ 
tradiction s still rem ain , as well as 
sev eral n ew qu estion s raised by th e 
Presiden t, h imself. For in stan ce, 
wh at “well kn own ’’ an d 
“large 
scale’’ program of bu rglary an d su r­ 
v eillan ce did* th e Joh n son adm in is­ 
tration pu rsu e? W h at Su prem e 
Cou rt decision of last y ear ju stified 
th e Presiden t’s 197 0 plan for a ges- 
tapo-like su pra-legal secu rity force? 
Still, despite th ese an d oth er 
qu estion s, th e press con feren ce— in 
m arked, qu alitativ e differen ce from 
Mr. Nix on ’s W atergate mon ologu e 
th e prev iou s week— h as su bstan tial­ 
ly v en tilated th e con trov ersy . 
Now, h opefu lly , th e on e critical 
issu e u n derly in g th e W atergate 
ev en ts will su rface. Un til it is met 
h ead-on , it can on ly spread dou bt 
across th e fu tu re of American con ­ 
stitu tion al gov ern men t. 
Th e issu e is n ot th e n arrow qu es­ 
tion wh ich h as become Sen . Howard 
B aker’s fav orite cu l-de-sac: Wh at 
did th e Presiden t kn ow an d wh en did 
h e kn ow it? 
Nor is it, as th e Presiden t wou ld 
h av e u s th in k, th e prin ciple of con fi­ 
den tiality or th e qu estion of separa­ 
tion of powers. 
It is th e u se of th e term “n ation al 
secu rity ’’ by Con gress, th e cou rts 


an d th e ex ecu tiv e to ex plain an d ex ­ 
cu se a wh ole category of action s 
wh ich wou ld n ot be tolerated in a 
n on -n ation al-secu rity situ ation . 
Ju st wh at does “n ation al secu r­ 
ity “ mean ? Wh at precisely con sti­ 
tu tes a th reat to th e safety of th e 
cou n try ? 
Th e adm in istration h as repeated­ 
ly cited Dr. Dan iel Ellsberg’s dis­ 
closu re of th e Pen tagon Papers as a 
critical th reat to th e “ n ation al se­ 
cu rity .’’ 
Bu t th e fact is th ere is n oth in g in 
th at v olu min ou s record of th e Ken - < 
n edy an d Joh n son adm in istration s 
th at told th e North Vietn amese or 
th e Viet Con g an y th in g th ey did n ot 
kn ow before. Th e papers con tain ed 
absolu tely n o m ilitary or strategic 
in formation . All 
th e papers re­ 
v ealed, in fact, was th e du plicity of 
Joh n son , Ru sk, M cNam ara et al in 
say in g on e th in g to th e American 
people wh ile doin g an oth er in Viet­ 
n am. 


From th e Ken n edy th rou gh th e 
Nix on adm in istration s, th e term 
“n ation al secu rity ’’ h as grown to an 
American equ iv alen t of “roy al pre­ 
rogativ e.” It does n ot porten d a 
h ealth y fu tu re for ou r con stitu tion al 
gov ern men t. 
If “ n ation al secu rity ” is to be 
u sed as an u m brella for ex tralegal 
activ ities, th en it h as to be defin ed— 
as precisely as an y crim in al code is 
defin ed. 
Wh en we kn ow wh at specific 
ty pes of activ ity th reaten th e cou n ­ 
try ’s safety , wh en we en u m erate 
precise categories of in formation 
wh ich tru ly n eed to be safegu ard­ 
ed— su ch as weapon s sy stems speci­ 
fication s, wh en we defin e th e scope 
of ex ecu tiv e au th ority in th is area, 
th en we will kn ow wh at ru les we are 
liv in g u n der. 
Un til th en , “W atergate” will re­ 
main a sy n on y m for gov ern men t by 
wh im. 
Sex-sell ads 
As ev ery good adv ertisin g m an 
kn ows, th e way to sell someth in g is 
to drape an attractiv e woman ov er, 
u n der, arou n d or th rou gh it. 
Th is tech n iqu e, th eory h as it, 
works with cars, sh av in g cream , 
wh isky , fu rn itu re, cloth es— ev ery ­ 
th in g th is side of barbed wire (an d 
th ere is probably a way to drape an 
attractiv e woman arou n d barbed 
wire, too). 
So ou r n ewspaper an d magazin e 
ads, billboards an d telev ision com­ 
m ercials are liberally season ed with 
ex tran eou s, plastically 
attractiv e 
women wh o really h av e n oth in g to 
do with wh eth er on e six -cy lin der 
compact is su perior to th e oth er on e. 
Th is ph en omen on is n ot ex actly a 
tribu te to th e American people’s in ­ 
telligen ce bu t it h as been arou n d so 
lon g n ow we h av e come to ex pect it, 
like th e tasteless pickle on a driv e-in 
h am bu rger. An d th ere is a certain 
ex ten t to wh ich an y on e wh o is in flu ­ 
en ced to bu y or n ot bu y a produ ct by 
su ch irrelev an cies deserv es wh at h e 
gets. 
Bu t a n ew’ book by a Can adian 
jou rn alism professor, Wilson Bry an 
Key of th e Un iv ersity of W estern On ­ 
tario, “Su blimin al Sedu ction ,” su g­ 
gests th at th ere is someth in g more 
to all th is th an meets th e ey e. Or 
more accu rately , th at th ere is some­ 
th in g more to it th an meets th e con ­ 
sciou s min d. 
Key argu es th at adv ertisers de­ 
liberately an d with greed afore­ 
th ou gh t place all kin ds of sex u al 
sy mbols in th eir “a rt,” th e better to 
loosen ou r fists’ grip on th eir dollars. 
He say s th at n eckties, au tomo­ 
biles, cigars an d cigarettes, trees, 
belt bu ckles, apples, oran ges an d a 
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h ost of oth er objects are u sed in ad­ 
v ertisin g n ot for wh at th ey represen t 
to ou r relativ ely in n ocen t con sciou s 
min ds bu t for wh at th ey mean to ou r 
leerin g su bcon sciou ses. An d h e say s 
th at h azy bu t defin ite v isu al images 
of sex u al activ ities are worked in to 
su ch th in gs as th e ice cu bes in some 
liqu or ads. 
Th is is su blimin al adv ertisin g, 
th at wh ich reach es u s ou tside ou r 
con sciou s awaren ess. 
Th e idea cau sed someth in g of a 
stir in th e 1950s, wh en it was seen as 
a way of almost h y pn otizin g people 
in to bu y in g produ cts, by u sin g su ch 
tech n iqu es as flash in g th e n ame of a 
produ ct on a mov ie screen for a 
sh orter time th an on e n eeds to “see” 
someth in g in a con sciou s way . Bu t 
th e image wou ld last lon g en ou gh for 
th e su bcon sciou s to “see” it an d be­ 
come fran tic for, say a bag of pop­ 
corn . 
Man y stu dies at th at tim e in dicat­ 
ed su blimin al adv ertisin g wou ld n ot 
really work. Bu t Key con ten ds— an d 
prov ides some ev iden ce— th at th e 
adv ertisers were n ot con v in ced an d 
if an y th in g are u sin g th e tech n iqu es 
more today , if m ore su btly th an in 
th e popcorn ex ample. 
Howev er tru e Key ’s argu m en ts 
abou t th e perv asiv en ess of sex u al 
(an d v iolen t) th emes in su blimin al 
way s, it wou ld n ot h u rt an y on e to 
pay some atten tion to h ow people 
are try in g to sell h im th in gs. 
Man y adv ertisers, of cou rse, are 
h on est an d straigh tforw ard, some 
ev en en tertain in g. Bu t th ere are 
en ou gh arou n d wh o are in su ltin g ou r 
in telligen ce to make it worth wh ile to 
let th em kn ow we will n ot bu y th at 
kin d of th in g an y lon ger.

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Fearful harvest in Delano?

DELANO, Calif — Th ere is a 
fou r-way tu g-of-war in th e San Joa­ 
qu in Valley , th ou gh mu ch of th e m e­ 
dia refu ses to accept th is fact. All 
th at th e n abobs of th e n ews see is a 
ju risdiction al battle between th e 
Un ited Farm Workers Un ion , th e 
rev olu tion ary grou p organ ized by 
Ch esar Ch av ez, an d th e migh ty 
Team sters— with th e growers try ­ 
in g to play off on e again st th e oth er. 
Th ere is on ly a scatterin g men tion of 
th e workers— th e men an d women 
wh o go ou t in to th e h ot su n of th e v al­ 
ley to pick th e grapes. 
Man y crocodile tears are wept 
ov er th e pickers by su ch as Harry 
Bern stein , ch ief labor pan jan dru m 
for th e Los An geles Times, an d by 
assorted clergy wh o are h ated by th e 
dev ou t Cath olics of Delan o. Bern ­ 
stein , I am told by irate pickers, 
does all h is reportin g of th e “strike” 
by teleph on e— gettin g h is n ews from 
Ch av ez lieu ten an ts an d oth er late 
join ers of th e An an ias Clu b. He 
wrote recen tly for a mid-western 
pu blication , safely distan t from Ca­ 
liforn ia, abou t th e starv in g grape 
pickers an d th e m iserable h ov els in 
wh ich th ey liv e. Th is is categorically 
u n tru e, an d I h av e ph otograph s 


taken in Delan o to prov e my con ten ­ 
tion . I can still h ear ech oes of th e in ­ 
dign an t ou tcries of th e pickers at th e 
Bern stein libels, as well as th eir 
th reats of w h at th ey wou ld do to h im 
if h e retu rn ed to reportin g by v isit­ 
in g Pelan o. 
Bu t th at is all beside th e poin t. 
Wh at we are seein g in Delan o is th e 
emergen ce of th e worker, speakin g 
for h imself. 


Wh en Ch av ez was makin g h is big 
play to organ ize th e table-grape 
pickers, th ey wan ted to respon d to 
th e v iolen ce an d h arassm en t of Lit­ 
tle Cesar's pickets with v iolen ce of 
th eir own . “Don ’t doit,” th e growers 
cau tion ed. “You will on ly be play in g 
in to h is h a n ds.” Th e w orkers 
agreed, an d th ey fou n d th emselv es 
cau gh t between th e u pper an d n eth ­ 
er millston es of th e Ch av ez u n ion 
an d th e growers. Th ey do n ot in ten d 
to be so situ ated a secon d time. 
Th e workers are aw are th at, for 
reason s wh ich th ey can n ot fath om, 
th e rest of th e cou n try dem an ds th at 
th ey belon g to a u n ion . As th e lesser 
of ev ils, th ey are ready to go alon g 
with th e Team sters, if on ly becau se 
th e Team ster con tract is mu ch more 
roen izan t of th eir n eeds. With ou t th e

step. Presiden t Nix on is lay in g down 
so mu ch wordage abou t W atergate 
th at it is becomin g almost as diffi­ 
cu lt to an aly ze h is pu blic u tteran ce 
on th e su bject as to weigh th e m il­ 
lion s of words of con flictin g testi­ 
mon y offered th u s far to th e Erv in 
Sen ate committee. 
In th e face of su ch a mou n tain of 
m aterial, th e commen tin g observ er 
h ad better be h u mble. Th ere is n o 
way , ev en in a mon th ’s ou tpu t of col­ 
u mn s, to make an adequ ate poin t- 
by -poin t an aly sis comparin g th e 
Presiden t’s statem en ts with th at 
committee testimon y . 
As in dicated, th e testimon y is 
con flictin g an d it is obv iou s th at 
some witn esses h av e committed 
perju ry . Su ch a detailed ex ercise in 
comparison will tax to th e limit th e 
Erv in committee itself, wh ich h as 
all th e testimon y compu terized to 
aid it in u ltimately try in g to resolv e 
con flicts an d determin e w h o lied an d 
wh o told th e tru th . 
I h av e h eard of n o on e wh o is 
similarly compu terizin g wh at Mr. 
Nix dn h as said of W atergate in h is 
commen ts in 197 2 on Au g. 29 an d in 
1973 on April 17 . April 30, May 22, 
Au g. 15 an d Au g. 22. 
Still, th ere are certain limited 
av en u es open to th e reportin g ob­ 
serv er. On e is to test a giv en presi­ 
den tial u tteran ce for in tern al con sis­ 
ten cy , an d again st gen u in ely estab­ 
lish ed fact. By th at m easu re, I fou n d 
Mr. Nix on ’s Au g. 15 speech flawed 
by in tern al con tradiction . 
Sin ce h is Californ ia press con fer­ 
en ce comes so close u pon th e h eels of 
th at speech , it seems fair to con sider 
th e two ev en ts v irtu ally as on e— an d 
apply th e sam e gau ge. 
• With th e speech fresh in min d, I 
read ev erv word of th e Presiden t’s 


press con feren ce alou d, bou n cin g it 
off a close listen er an d lettin g its 
mean in g sin k in . On ce again , self- 
con tradiction stan ds ou t. 
In speech , Mr. Nix on m ade a 
large poin t of th e fact th at on M arch 
21 of th is y ear Joh n Dean , h is form er 
cou n sel, rev ersed wh at h e h ad been 
reportin g to th e Presiden t for 10 
mon th s an d said all prev iou s ac­ 
cou n ts absolv in g Wh ite Hou se an d 
re-election com m ittee aides of 
blame for W atergate were u n tru e. 
Sev en day s later, in h is press 
con feren ce th e oth er day , Mr. Nix on 
makes n o referen ce to D ean ’s re­ 
v ersal of ju dgm en t— wh ich in th e 
con tex t of th e Au g. 15 speech ap­ 
peared to em brace n ot on ly th e Wa­ 
tergate break-in bu t th e su bsequ en t 
cov er-u p. 
In deed, th is time, by n arrowin g 
h is focu s to th e m atter of th e break- 
in alon e, th e Presiden t gav e th e lis­ 
ten er an d reader ex actly th e oppo­ 
site impression of wh at Dean con ­ 
v ey ed to h im on March 21. 
Mr. Nix on at San Clemen te said, 
“ Th rou gh ou t ou r discu ssion s in 
March , Mr. Dean in sisted th at th ere 
was n ot— an d I u se h is words— ‘a 
scin tilla of ev iden ce’ in dicatin g th at 
an y on e on th e Wh ite Hou se staff was 
in v olv ed in th e plan n in g of th e Wa­ 
tergate break-in .” Obv iou sly , sin ce 
h e in clu des th e wh ole of M arch , th e 
Presiden t mu st in clu de con v ersa­ 
tion s with Dean on March 21. Not in 
an y an swer h e gav e on Au g. 22 is 
th ere th e sligh test referen ce to th e 
Dean tu rn -arou n d th at Mr. Nix on 
h imself reported ju st a week earlier. 
Th ere is also a critical in con sis­ 
ten cy betw een Au g. 15 an d 22 in wh at 
th e Presiden t reports on h is famou s 
teleph on e call last y ear (Ju ly 6) with 
th en actin g FBI leader Patrick 
Gray . His n ewest v ersion is almost 
bey on d compreh en sion . 


^cru el h irin g h all th at Cesar Ch av ez 
imposed on th em, th ey will be able to 
make a good liv in g. Th ey w ill n ot be 
forced to pay th eir du es in ad­ 
v an ce— someth in g Ch av ez en acted. 
An d th ey w ill h av e a sm all degree of 
dign ity restored to th em. 
Bu t th is time th ey are n ot willin g 
to take th e abu se of Ch av ista pick­ 
ets, th e spikes in th e road wh ich de­ 
stroy th eir tires, th e sh ou ts of 
“pu ta” h u rled at th eir women . Th ey 
are goin g in to th e fields with gu n s in 
th eir boots, wh ich th ey did th ree 
y ears ago. Bu t th is time th ey are 
ready to u se th em, n o m atter wh at 
th e growers tell th em. In fact, th ey 
h av e already u sed th em. 


Wh en gan gs of pickets, man y of 
th em brou gh t from Mex ico or from 
th e streets of Berkeley by Ch av ez, 
storm ed th e fields— ov ertu rn in g 
box es of pain stakin g ly picked 
grapes for wh ich th e workers wou ld 
h av e been paid an d trash in g th e 
v in es— th e pickers fired at two of 
th em, creasin g th e h ead of on e pick­ 
et an d h ittin g th e trasero of an oth er. 
Th is gav e th e pickets great pau se, 
an d th ey began beh av in g. Wh en on e 
ram pagin g picket was killed su bse­ 
qu en tly , it took th e mach ismo ou t of 


th e oth ers. Th ey were n ot m ade h ap­ 
py by th e promise of a tou gh -min ded 
m oth er wh ose dau gh ters h ad been 
molested by th e Ch av ista pickets. “ I 
kn ow who th ey are,” sh e told me, 
an d th e word h as spread arou n d De­ 
lan o. “ I h av e a gu n . I will fin d th em 
an d make th em take off all th eir 
cloth es in th e middle of th e street 
an d go h ome th at w ay .” 


Bu t th e dan ger is n ot in th ese 
skirmish es. For if th e Team sters, 
h av in g sign ed th e pickers, su ccu mb 
to th e blan dish men ts of AFL-CIO 
Presiden t George Mean y an d pu ll 
ou t— an d if th e growers fin d th em­ 
selv es u n able to cope with a n ew 
grape boy cott an d sign with Ch a­ 
v ez— th ere will be blood in th e 
streets of Delan o, an d a red v in tage 
of wrath in th e fields. An d th ose to 
blame will be th e radical ch ic ty pes, 
th e stu bborn ly u n in formed clergy , 
an d th ose elem en ts of th e media 
wh ich h av e en cou raged C esar 
Ch av ez. 
Fortu n ately , th e boy cott seems to 
be failin g, th e Ch a v istas h av e lost 
h eart, an d Little Cesar is in v okin g 
th e Deity . If th e Team sters take th e 
h in t an d go h ome, th ere will be n o 
peace in Delan o.

Mr. Stau ffer n or an y on e 
else cou ld an sw er th at qu estion . So 
my respon se was, wh y sh ou ld we 
spen d all th is mon ey to do wh at we 
are doin g n ow with ou t spen din g it? 
Mr. Stau ffer stated in h is letter 
th ere wou ld be a “sav in gs of th ou ­ 
san ds of dollars in labor costs” if 
th is program were en acted. Yet be­ 
fore th e fu ll Board an d th e Fin an ce 
Committee, h e said h e cou ld n ot n or 
wou ld n ot redu ce h is office staff.

MOSCOW 
(A P) 
- Nobel 
Prize novelist Alexander Sol­ 
zhenitsyn, in a rare and bluntly 
outspoken interview with two 
Western newsmen, says his life 
has been threatened. He says 
that, if he is imprisoned or 
killed, “ the main part of my 
works w ill be published.” 
The world-celebrated author, 
whose works are banned in the 
Soviet Union, said he and his 
fam ily have received warnings 
and “ if I am declared killed or 
suddenly mysteriously dead,” 
the world could conclude that 
“ I have been killed with the ap­ 
proval of the KG B or by it.” 
The K G B is the Soviet secur­ 
ity police organization. 
Solzhenitsyn, 54, is the author 
of such famed novels as “ The 
First Circle,” “ Cancer W ard” 
and “ August 1914.” He won the 
1970 Nobel Prize for literature, 
but authorities prevented him 
from receiving it in his home­ 
land. 
The author was interviewed 
by The Associated Press and 
Le Monde of Paris. He accept­ 
ed written questions and wrote 
out answers to those he chose 
to respond to. 
The bearded w riter, dressed 
in an open-necked shirt and 
slacks, was friendly and ani­ 
mated as he discussed develop­ 
ments that have convinced him 
the cause of individual freedom 
in the Soviet Union is at a low 
ebb. s

—He wanted particuarly to 
speak out in defense of the 
noted physicist, Andrei D. Sak­ 
harov,

champion of human rights, be­ 
cause he is convinced the in­ 
creased harassment of Sakha­ 
rov and others shows the situ­ 
ation is “ at a nadir.”

dissidents 
Pyotr Yakir and Viktor Krassin 
w ill be a “ doleful repetition” of 
the Stalin purge trials of the 
1930s. He feels that if Yakir 
and Krassin agreed to turn 
state’s evidence, as reported, 
they have conducted them­ 
selves “ basely.” 
“ But I must say that my 
death w ill not make happy 
those people who count on it to 
stop my literary activities. Im ­ 
mediately after my death or 
immediately after I have dis­ 
appeared or have been de­ 
prived of my liberty, my liter­ 
ary last w ill and testament w ill 
irrevocably come into force ... 
and then the main part of my 
works w ill start being pub­ 
lished, works I have refrained 
from publishing all these years. 
“ If the officers of the KGB 
track 
down 
and 
confiscate 
copies of the harmless ‘Cancer 
W ard’ in all provincial cities— 
and fire holders of these copies 
from their work or drive them 
from higher educational in­ 
stitutions—what w ill they do 
when my principal and post­ 
humous books stream out all 
over Russia?”

“ How can I be sure to make 
high grades when I get there? 
“ For I understand that many 
fairly good students in high 
School, are soon on probation at 
college!” 
How Make “ A” 
Diligent students even 
in 
small high schools can still 
make “ A” grades at the big 
university. 
But in very sm all high 
schools, if some pupils have a 
very high I.Q ., they can often 
coast along with poor study 
methods and still surpass many 
of their less alert classmates. 
On the college campus, how­ 
ever, the duller students have 
already been weeded out. 
A ll the usual university 
students have a high I.Q. so the 
race for top grades is much 
keener than in high school. 
Those who coasted through 
high school on their superior 
intelligence,

Don’t include ambiguous 


items in hour True-False quiz, 
but make each statement so it 
can be answered with a definite 
“ True” or “ False.” 
Also, phrase your own exam 
statements so the non-reader 
can’t derive the answer by he 
way the question is slanted. 
And in parentheses, list the 
page where you have un­ 
derlined the factual statement 
that forms the answer, for this 
helps you make a quick 5- 
minute review of the chapter 
just before the professor gives 
you his exam.

A g reat many people if ask ed 
for their candidate for The 
Long est Day wou ld probably 
answer, “the day we mov ed.” 
As any one who has recently 
mov ed a hou sehold will recall, 
it can be a fairly trau matic 
ex perience—u nless, of cou rse, 
y ou ’re rich enou g h to be able to 
leav e town beforehand and let 
somebody else tak e care of the 
whole 
p rocess, 
inclu ding 
pack ing and u npack ing . 


While little can be done to 
eliminate the initial pain of 
leav ing familiar su rrou nding s, 
some of the strain on the wallet 
and nerv es can be eased 
throu g h some adv ance plan­ 
ning . So, whether y ou mov e 
locally or to another town or 
state, here are some way s to 
simplify the process, reported 
by the Institu te of Life In­ 
su rance. 


Start y ou r pack ing with book s 
first—y ou can do that some 
day s before. Mov ing ex perts 
su g g est p ack ing book s in 
oblong cardboard box es rather 
than the big sq u are ones that 
y ou g et from su permark ets. 
Oblong cartons hold the weig ht 
of the book s better, and a 
mov ing man can tak e more 
than one of these at one time, 
while sq u are box es hav e to be 
carried separately . 
Label Cartons 
Another item y ou can tak e 
care of well in adv ance of 
mov ing day is labeling each 
carton, with a description of its 
contents and directions for 
which room it shou ld be placed 
in. 
You can also sp eed the 
pack ing process by tak ing u p 
carp ets, drap eries, window 
cornices, mirrors and pictu res 
off the walls at least a day prior 
to mov ing . Mirrors and pictu res 
shou ld be sheathed in card­ 
board, tied, and placed u prig ht 
ag ainst the walls. 
If y ou r major appliances are 
to g o with y ou , arrang e for an 
electrician and plu mber to dis­ 
connect them the day before the 
mov ers come. Also, remem­ 
ber to defrost and dry tne re­ 
frig erator and freezer. Leav e 
the door open. Unless the re­ 
frig erator is completely dry , it 
cou ld become mildewed, re­ 
su lting in a practically p erma­ 
nent odor. 
Precau tions 
Before starting to empty 
cabinets and chests, pack u p all 
the odds and ends y ou can from 
the corners of each room so that 
y ou will hav e more space to 


stack the cartons. 
When pack ing china, g lass, 
and dishes, sep arate them by 
newspapers and stand them u p 
on a base of linen. Lik e eg g s, 
dishes are less lik ely to break 
when stood u p on end rather 
than flat. Cartons shou ld be 
pack ed to a weig ht of no more 
than 50 pou nds. 
If y ou hav e to store fu rnitu re 
for a while before settling in 
y ou r new home, check the cost 
well in adv ance. Unless y ou r 
mov er is able to g iv e y ou a few 
day s of “in transit” storag e, 
y ou may hav e to pay for y et 
another u nloading and loading . 
If y ou ex pect to be storing 
clothes and other wearing ap ­ 
parel, ev ery thing shou ld be 
cleaned thorou g hly . Check the 
storag e facilties to mak e su re 
y ou r insu rance protection will 
remain 
in 
effect. 
Also, 
remember when doing y ou r 
planning that y ou shou ld adv ise 
essential org anizations and 
people of y ou r new address. 
This inclu des y ou r life in­ 
su rance ag ent. This will also be 
a g ood time to rev iew with him 
the adeq u acy of the protection 
y ou hav e for y ou r family ’s 
financial secu rity —especially if 
y ou r mov e is du e to a promotion 
or job chang e which improv es 
y ou r standard of liv ing . 
If the reason for mov ing is re­ 
tirement, rev iew y ou r policies 
with y ou r ag ent and g et his help 
in mak ing the necessary ad­ 
ju stments.

Tie the jack et ov er pants 
for the office or p ajamas for an 
ev ening on the town. Its v ersa­ 
tile — and it’s warm, too.

Black s n o t o n ly 
became “chic,” in the wo rd s o f 
Geo rgia legislato r Ju lian Bo n d , 
they became the fo cu s an d 
p reo ccu p atio n o f so me o f the 
n atio n ’s mo st p o werfu l fo rces. 
A So u thern p resid en t became 
their champ io n , a lo n g d isin ­ 
terested Co n gress lifted them to 
the to p o f the d o mestic agen d a, 
an en tire gen eratio n o f y o u n g 
p eo p le rallied to their cau se. 
Jim Cro w p assed away , so d id 
Au n t Jemima — an d su d d en ly 
the co u n try sto p p ed lau ghin g at 
Step in Fetchit. 
No w it ap p ears the p o p u lar 
climate has chan ged again . The 
black p eo p le’s mo v emen t has 
slo wed , o r at least go n e o u t o f 
fashio n . The war o n p o v erty 
en d ed befo re Vietn am, p o litical 
p rio rities may be d o in g an 
abo u t face (“My wo rry n o w,” 
say s o n e co n gressman , “is the 
white wo rk in gman ”), an d the 
atten tio n sp an o f the y o u n g, 
n ev er mu ch to co u n t o n , has 
shifted to whether to wear their 
hair lo n g o r sho rt, o ily o r d ry . 
Ev en black s themselv es 
seem weary o f the stru ggle.

the p o p u latio n (2 2 millio n o u t o f

It is really the 
ex cep tio n s an d remain in g in e­ 
q u alities that are in terestin g, 
bo therso me an d d eserv in g o f 
ex tra effo rt.” He cites himself 
as an ex amp le o f black 
“p ro gress” ; bo rn in a p o o r 
family in the Pan ama Can al, he 
is n o w a secu re, resp ected , 
fairly well p aid in tellectu al — 
bu t n o thin g similar has hap ­ 
p en ed to the majo rity o f his 
p eo p le. 
Bry ce say s that while it’s tru e 
black families o u tsid e the 
So u th, with head s o f ho u seho ld s 
u n d er 35, hav e reached p arity

co mmu n ity . The imp o rtan t 
thin g, he say s, is while bo th 
black s an d whites are d o in g 
better to d ay than in 1963, the 
black still is sho rtstick ed by 
co mp ariso n . 
The u gly tru th, d eclares 
Bry ce, is that 33 p er cen t o f all 
black p eo p le (7.7 millio n ) an d 
40 p er cen t o f all black child ren 
still liv e belo w the o fficial 
fed eral p o v erty lev el ($4,2 75 a 
y ear). 
The co rresp o n d in g 
figu res fo r whites are 16 an d 12 
p er cen t.

Bey o n d the statistics there 
are the v isu al facts that black 
u rban ghetto s, if an y thin g, hav e 
gro wn wo rse sin ce Dr. Kin g’s 
d ream. Mo re than three millio n 
black s mo v ed in to the cities in 
the 1960s an d 2 .5 millio n whites 
mo v ed o u t. Urban d ru g ad ­ 
d ictio n has trip led sin ce 1963 — 
to an estimated 300,000; the 


black su icid e rate amo n g 15-24 
y ear o ld s has d o u bled ; an d the 
p ercen tage o f black p eo p le ar­ 
rested fo r crimes — 2 7.5 p er 
cen t o f to tal arrests in 1972 — 
has n o t shru n k a min u te. 
Desp ite so me statistical 
su ccesses, then , man y black 
activ ists believ e that d ie v iew 
o f the 19 60 civ il d iso rd er 
co mmissio n is still co rrect: the 
n atio n co n tin u es a tren d to ward 
two so cieties, black an d white, 
sep arate an d u n eq u al. As black 
ed u cato r Ken n eth Clark say s, 
racial in ju stice is as American 
an d ev er p o p u lar as ap p le p ie.

What’s mo re, as Ro y Wilk in s 
say s, “there’s also been a 
chan ge in p eo p le’s hearts.” The 
d ay Martin Kin g to ld o f his 
d ream a Mary lan d man was o n 
trial fo r k illin g a Negro 
waitress. The man had walk ed 
in to a bar an d o rd ered a d rin k ; 
when he d ecid ed the waitress 
was n o t hu rry in g fast en o u gh

Dairy future riding 
on cattle prices 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Some 
dairy economists in the Agri­ 
culture Department are saying 
privately that a major turning 
point may be at hand for the 
nation’s m ilk producers when 
government controls are lifted 
on beef prices next month. 
If cattle prices suddenly rise, 
as packers and retailers are 
allowed to charge more, it 
could mean that many dairy 
producers w ill see the situation 
as a further golden opportunity 
to cull herds sharply or sell out 
altogether. 
“The possibility that this 
could happen is real, depending 
! on what happens to cattle 
I prices,” one USD A economist 
; said Monday. “ That’s a big 
! question.” 
| 
Livestock experts in the de- 
| partment 
say 
cattle 
prices 
! could go up sharply when the 
; beef price lid is removed Sept. 
• 12 but then settle down and 
! possibly decline some as more 
I animals move to market in the 
; fall and winter. 
But with feed supplies appar- 
ently scheduled to be tight next 
w inter—m eaning relatively 
high costs of producing m ilk- 
some economists fear that any 
, sustained surge in cattle prices 
> could bring on another round of 
’ herd liquidations. 
; 
Dairy producers have been 
; squeezed hard since last fall 
! because of soaring grain and 
¡protein meal prices. Despite 
• some easing this summer, high- 
protein dairy feed in Ju ly was 
¡nearly double in price of a year 
•earlier. 
According to the Crop Re- 
;porting Board, the milk-feed 
price ratio was 1.29 in Ju ly, up 
•slightly from 1.22 in June but 
still the lowest midyear reading 
(since 1963. In Ju ly last year, 
•the indicator was 1.68. 
i The ratio expresses in pounds 
¡the amount of feed ration equal 
in value to one pound of m ilk 
sold by farm ers. As the ratio 
rises—it went to a record of 
88 in November 1971 produ­ 
cers generally are in a favor­ 
able position in terms of feed 
costs and prices they get for 
milk. 


Record high cattle prices 
have already had an attrition 
effect on the nation’s milk 
herd, attracting heavy culling 
and liquidations. Milk produc­ 
tion in Ju ly was down 3.3 per 
cent from a year earlier, con­ 
tinuing a decline which began 
late last year. During the first 
seven months of 1973 milk out­ 
put was down 2.2 per cent from 
January-July last year.

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NHL votes to add two new franchises 


NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional Hockey Leagu e stands 
ju st one step behind the federal 
gov ernment after an annou nce­ 
ment Monday of its own v er­ 
sion of Phase Three, another 
gau ntlet tossed at the riv al 
World Hockey Association. 
At a news conference, NHL 
President Clarence Campbell; 
William Jennings, head of the 
leagu e’s ex pansion committee, 
and Bru ce Norris, chairman of 
the Board of Gov ernors, an­ 
nou nced that the leagu e will 
add two franch^es for the 19^6- 


77 season. The latest additions 
were cited as “the first step of 
Phase Three” of the leagu e’s 
long-range ex pansion plan. 
Phase One was completed 
with the admission of Atlanta 
and the New York Islanders 
last season, and Phase Two 
with the admission of Kansas 
City and Washington for the 
1974-75 season. The NHL’s first 
ex pansion took place in 1967-68, 
when six teams were added to 
the original list of six . For the 
start of the 1970-71 campaign, 
two more 
franchises added. 


The two ex pansion clu bs will 
be added to Div isions I and IV 
in 1976-77, bringing each to a 
strength of fiv e teams. 
Campbell said a prime con­ 
sideration will be “economic 
stability .” And he added that 
Denv er, Phoenix , San Diego 
and Seattle all are possibilities 
from the six -member WHL. 
Campbell said after the ad­ 
mission of Pittsbu rgh, Phila­ 
delphia, Los Angeles, 
Min­ 
nesota, Oakland and St. Lou is 
in 1967-68, “we hav e sy stem­ 
atically followed ou r long-range 


plan, in 1971 we annou nced that 
‘it was self-ev ident that the 
NHL mu st ex pand to at least 24 
teams in North America du ring 
the 1970s and we feel we are 
v ery mu ch on target.” 
Campbell stressed that there 
is “definitely no possibility of 
merger with the World Hockey 
Association. He ex pressed no 
concern ov er defections by 
NHL play ers to the WHA, not­ 
ing that of the 26 play ers who 
hav e gone ov er, “only 12 or 13 
ev er play ed on NHL ice.” 
Howev er, he did concede that^ 


the older circu it “may hav e no 
alternativ e bu t to retu rn to its 
old age limit of 18” when it 
comes to the signing of ju nior 
hockey play ers. The WHA has 
been taking play ers at this lev ­ 
el away from the NHL. “Bu t,” 
Campbell stressed, “we will 
hav e to make su re we don’t go 
ov erboard in feeling that 18- 
y ear-olds are as good as 20- 
y ear-olds, for su ch certainly is 
not the case.” 
A meeting of an NHL action 
committee will be held Wednes­ 
day in Toronto.
